INSURANCE BILLS 


Problem of Supervising 


'Mail Order' Business 


Considered. 


Measures to Be Placed 


Before National 


Association. 


Three bills drafted by Insurance 


Commissioner Lloyd Dort of 
Ne- 


braska, intended as uniform meas- 
ures to be enacted by the various 
states of the union in order to bring 
under supervisory control the busi- 
ness of "mail order" insurance so- 
licited by means of newspaper ad- 
vertising, radio, or other means 
aside from personal agency work, 
will be laid before the national asso- 
ciation of Insurance commissioners 
at their winter 
meeting in New 


York City this week. 


Mr. Dort has gone there and will 


present the proposed legislation in 
;he course of an address before the 
gathering on Monday. He is chair- 
man of the association's committee 
on unauthorized insurance and a 
nember of its legislative committee. 


The general purpose and effect of 


the three bills is to legalize and 
license companies carrying on in- 
surance solicitation through adver- 
tising media, with or without the 
asc of agent., and allow them to 
operate under specified restrictions. 
They would be subject to the laws 
regarding examinations and reports 
and would also be required to pay 
annual fees to the insurance depart- 
ments of the states wherever they 
do business. 


Heretofore such concerns have 


been regarded as outlaws in the in- 
surance field; but as they are be- 
yond the reach of state authorities 
Vhere they get uusiness through 
printed advertising or radio broad- 
cat-tinpr. and as the federal govern- 
mjnt does not attempt to regulate 
insurance corporations, it is now 
thought advisable tp brine; them un- 
der state jurisdiction through co- 
operative effort. 
Tills is to be done, as the Ne- 


braska commissioner contemplates, 
through the enactment of uniform 


bills in all the states, blndinu them 
to the same course of action in deal- 
ing with the "mall 
order" com- 
panies. 
"One ofi Dort's 
three proposals 


deals with the granting of extradi- 
tion 
papers 
on 
which 
persons 


charged with soliciting 
insurance 


unlawfullv by any of the methods 
mentioned may be taken to another 
state for trial. This is designed to 
reach not only the responsible offl- 
jcors and managers of non-licensed 
! companies, wherever they may be. 
j but also persons whom they may 
I send into a state to collect money 
from those who have lecn Induced 
by the overhead system to transmit 
applications by mail. . 


The second bill authorizes sollcit- 


hiK to be done without agents and 
policies issued in accordance there- 
with, after a company engaged in 
.such business has taken out a li- 
cense within the state, paid the fees 
provided therefor, ar.d 
complied 


witht other regu'ations. Such com- 
panies are out into a special class 
and forbidden to transact business 
in any way except that for .which 
they are specifically licensed. 


Under the terms of the third bill. 


it is made a criminal-offense for an 
outside corporation to carry on 
business within the state until it 
has complied •with the laws thereof. 
Penalties are provided for any of- 
ficer or employe of such a com- 
pany who collects money or does 
anything else in the way of obtain- 
ing business or executing contracts. 
An'T contract with such a company 
is declared void and unenforcible 
These provisions, "however, do not 
a"->lv on reinsurance contracts or 
unsolicited business. 


The Dort bills have been drafted 


in such a way that it is believed 
they will not be held invalid by 
United States courts on the ground 
of interference with interstate com- 
merce.

NOTED ITALIAN 


TO TEACH HERE 


Archaeologist Sel e c t ed 


Exchange Professor 


Second Semester. 


Prof. Vittorio Macchioro. eminent 


Italian archaeologist and for twenty 
years keeper of the Naples national 
museum, will come to the University 
of Nebraska the-second semester of 
the school year as an exchange pro- 
fessor hi philosophy through the 
Carnegie institute, according to an- 
nouncement made Saturday by Dr. 
E. L. Hinman. chairman of the de- 
partment of philosophy. 


Professor Macchioro will offer two 


regular courses in religion and will 
give a number of addresses through- 
out the semester on Italian arch- 
aeology. One course, to .be listed as 
Philosophy 1!\>, will deal with Greek 
religion and will be at 9 o'clock 
on Tuesdays and Thursdays. 
The 


other course, Philosophy 168. will be 
on Koman religion and will be given 
at 
4 o'clock on Teusdays and 
Thursdays. 


Born, in Trieste. Italy, fifty years 


ago, 
Professor Macchioro early in 


life became interested in archaeol- 
ogy and in the history of religion. 
He is a former curator of 
the 


museums of Pavia and 
Mdena. 


While keeper of the Naples national 
museum he was also assistant pro- 
fessor of archaeology at the Univer- 
sity of Naples. 


In 1928 he was a lecturer on his- 


tory of religions at universities in 
Berlin, Heidelberg, and Praha. Last 
year he was a visiting professor at 
Columbia university. 
His teaching 


activity consisted of ten Schermer- 
horn lectures in history of religions 
and,a seminar in Greek mysticism 
and 'Christianity. 


Professor Macchioro gave courses 


on religion at the University of 
Chicago last summer and 
this 


semester is teaching at the Univer- 
sity of Virginia. He is an author 
of note on subjects of religious his- 
tory.

tional livestock exposition went to 
their doom in droves today, as prize 
winners in the fat classes of cattle, 
swine and sheep were herded into 
nearby packing houses and con- 
verted into choice cuts of beef, pork 
and mutton.

A BIG SUCCESS' 


Judges Deciding Fate of 


Eight Plotters Against 


Government. ' 


Conspirators Plead for 


Mercy; People Demand 


Death Penalty. 


MOSCOW, Dec. 6—(I. N1. -S.)— 


The epilogue to one of the most 
poignant dramas ever enacted in a 
courtroom was awaited here, to- 
night. 


Three 
youthful, 
serious - faced 


judges were closeted in secret ses- 
sion, deciding the fate of eight of 
their countrymen, charged with en- 
gineering; a gigantic international 
conspiracy to overthrow the soviet 
regime. 
The sensational trial reached its 


climax when the tight defendants, 
all of whom have confessed their 
guilt, made a last minute appeal to 
Russian sentiment and threw them- 
selves on the mercy of the court. 
That was the finale of this amazing 
extravaganza. The epilogue can be 
nothing but an anti-climax unless 
this soft-heartedness prevails to the 
unexpected extent of winning ac- 
quittal for the defendants. 


Present indications are that per- 


haps two of the prisoners, the oldr 
est 
and 
apparently 
the 
least 


culpable, m a y f i n d their lives 
spared. But there seems little hope 
that the remaining six can escape 
death before a firing squad. 


Trial Like a Show. 


No one can deny that the trial 


thus far has been an outstanding 
"success," at least as a theatrical 
extravaganza. Every day the 1,500 
seats reserved for the proletariat 
have been filled witha eager spec- 
tators. Every day new thrills, new 
laughs, near tears and new ex- 
posures have rewarded their atten- 
tion. And the finale was far from 
disappointing.

"At present the Belgian disaster 


presents 
an 
alarming mystery," 


Prof. Jocelyn Field-Thorpe, director 
of organic chemistry at the Im- 
perial College of Science and Tech- 
nology since 1914, informed Inter- 
national News Service. 


Fog- Alone Harmless. 


"It is quite impossible that fog 


alone could have caused such a 
deadly epidemic." 


"But 
it is probable that the fog 
contained some poisonous substance, 
either in the form of disease germs 
or poisonous gases from neighboring 
factories. 


"I don't think there is any re- 


lation between this epidemic and 
the 'black death' plague, which was 
a contagious infection. The Belgian 
epidemic appears to be an aerial 
plague. 


"I don't believe there is an atom 


of truth in the theory that poison- 
ous gases were left in Belgium by 
the German army." 


An official at the hospital for 


tronical diseases said: 


"It appears that the Belgian epi- 


demic might be due to a peculiarly 
devastating form of influenza. There 
are many variations of this disease 
which are not yet fully understood, 
and it is quite possible that local 
conditions may create a type of 
epidemic of which at present we 
have no knowledge." 


Scientists, Peasants Baffled. 


BRUSSELS, Dec- 6— (INS)—The 


simple, superstitious peasant resi- 
dents of the fog-stricken Meuse 
valley of- Belgium and the most 
learned physicians and scientists of 
the land were equally baffled to- 
night as to the true cause of the 
"fog 
epidemic" -which claimed the 


lives of sixty-four persons and sent 
300 others to hospitals. 


With the last vestige of the 


deadly fog dissipated by the late 
afternoon sun and further danger 
from the strange plague apparently 
removed, all interest turned toward 
the findings of the autopsies per- 
formed on the victims in an effort 
to learn the character and cause of 
the malady. 


So far, the autopsies performed 


have failed to reveal any trace of 
poisonous fumes in the blood or or- 
gans of the dead, a high medical 
official informed International News 
Service. 
Official opinion favored 


the view that the prolonged fog 
damp, perhaps carrying some par- 
ticularly virulent form of pneu- 
monic or influenza germ, brought 
quick death to persons whose sys- 
tems already had been weakened

pression that he wanted to make 
them exactly like the franc pieces 
whereas he actually wanted a pic- 
ture of himself on one side. He also 
denied that he had been involvec 
in any negotiations for making the 
counters used at roulette in gamb- 
ling casinos. 


Engraver Misunderstood. 


"I wanted the medallions to cele- 
brate a flight 
around the world 


which I intended to make in a 
Sperry gyroscope De Haviland air- 
plane," said Levine's statement. He 
said he had not wanted any "pre- 
proposed flight and that therefore 
he had not told the engraver im- 
mediately what use he would make 
of the medallions. He showed the 
mature newspaper publicity" on the

According to Mr. DuTeau, the 


fire not only ridded the market of 
many worthless cars, which could 
not be traded in, but cleared scores 
of unsightly machine from Lincoln 
strets.

IS ON INCREASE 


Chart Showing Lincoln 


Problem Discussed 


By Dr. Arnholt. 


"Has Lincoln a tugerculosls prob 


lem?" An answer to this question 1 
furnished by a map, each spot in 
which indicates a death from tuber 
culosis during the past five years 
Until 1926 deaths from this dlseasi 
were decreasing, but are now or 
the increase, according to a state 
ment by Dr. M. P. Arnholt of the 
city health department, in a recen 
interview. 


The department records show an 


average of twenty per year for th 
last five years; in 1929 there wen 
twenty five deaths from this causa 
"The extent of the problem is bet 
ter understood." said Dr. Arnholt 
"when it is realized that for everj 
death there are by conservative es 
timate about ten contact cases — 
that is, individuals who have been 
exposed. A little 
figuring, then 


shows that in Lincoln last yea 
there 
were 
approximately 
1,25( 


people, in addition to about 125 ac- 
tive cases, who, for their own safety 
and the protection of the commun- 
ity needed to be watched." 


Difficult to Diagnose. 


Cases are not always reported _., 


doctors, either because they fail to 
realize how comunicable the disease 
is, because it is difficult to diag- 
nose, or because the patients are 
unwilling to be reported. This makes 
the problem more difficult 


Another difficulty mentic..^ „., 


Dr. Arnholt is one which is acute 
in Lincoln, riamely, the lack of hos- 
pital facilities. The state tuberculos- 
is hospital in Kearney has always 
a long waiting list, and the capacity 
of the institution is limited. Tuber- 
culosis cases cannot be cared for in 
Lincoln hospitals except under se- 
vere restrctons when make the cost 
very high. Under home care, the 
patient is much less likely to be 
cured, and there is danger that the 
members of his family will become 
infected. Children are especiallv 
susceptible.

"The capacity of the ring-necked 


pheasant for doing good or harm 
is great." writes M. H. Swenk, ento- 
mologist at the agricultural college, 
after a study of the contents of 
crops and gizzards of 100 pheasants 
collected over a period of one year 
in Valley county by Jess A. Kovanda. 
Smith-Hughes agriculture instructor 
in the Ord schools. Kovanda. by 
special permit, collected the birds, 
taking equal numbers of males and 
females. 


The pheasants were sent to the 


experiment station at Lincoln. Re- 
sults of these studies have just been 
published in research bulletin No. 90. 


Swenk says the economic status of 
the pheasant is essentially a local 
matter, dependent upon local con- 
ditions. If not permitted to build 
up too large a population in any 
locality or on any farm, the good 
done in destroying noxious insects 
will, on the whole, about balance the 
damage done to crops. 
Crops Contain Grain. 


Nebraska farmers will be interest- 


ed to know that over 78 per cent of 
the crops containing any food con- 
tained grain. Of this grain.' corn 
was tiie cnitf one while oats, bar- 
ley, -wheat, cane, and-rye were also 
found in the order of importance 
named. 


Some injury is done to sprouting 


corn in May by tl»e pheasants pull- 
ing it up. Swenk reports. Corn con- 
sumption declined from over 80 per 
cent in May. It reached its lowest 
point In June. 


This fact indicates that Uic pull- 
ing of newly sprouted corn is not 
so attractive a method of sscuring 
grain as is picking up •waste ker- 
nels. Nevertheless, there is plenty 
of evidence that the pheasant does 
pull newly sprouted corn to some 
extent, says Mr. Swenk, 
Oats in J«!T. 


Further follow-up of the study 
indicates that oats were eaten 


for the study showed that weed 
seeds formed about 4 per cent of the 
food for the year. In addition, grass 
seeds totaled about 2 psr cent of the 
food. 
Smartweed. black»bindweed, 
lady's thumb, and other closely re- 
lated -weeds formed about 2 per cent 
of the food for the vear and nearly 
25 per cent of the food in March. 
Giant ragweeds were freely eaten in 
the early spring. 


Smnflower Seeds Favord. 


Sunflow seeds proved to be big 


favorites of the pheasants, especially 
during the months of October to 
May. Grass seeds eaten were nearly 
all green and yellow foxtail grass.

Many In Public Eye. 


There was a time, 
quite some 


years ago, when Yale, Harvard, 
Princeton and Pennsylvania carried 
all the big news heads when they 
played football, and just a few more

colleges took a paragraph or two in 
oil-all 
type. 
Now it's 
different. 


They're ail in big type and they all 
iill column after column, and as 
there are hundreds of coheges play- 
ing in a score of football confer- 
ences, east, west, north, south, mid- 
dle-west, 
up, 
down 
and 
across 


America, nobody could possibly keep 
track of the sport and have any real 
notion of the outstanding players 
that deserve mention on that old 
theoretical group—the All-American 
team. There are as many good 
football teams in one state, now, 
as there were 20 years ago in the 
whole country. 


Big Games In December. 


In ancient times, 10 years ago or 


so, there was little football after 
Thanksgiving day, which 
usually 


wound up the season. Now some of 
the biggest games are played in De- 
cember, and the last 
big game 


edges over into next year with the 
Jan. 1 meeting between 
western 


coast champions and some selected 
rival from east or south of middle- 
west. This year there are added 
starters during December all the 
way from the eastern coast to the 
farthest west. 


But the country can stand a lot 


of football. There's no ether game 
like it in the wide world. 


Boxing Crowded Out.

ing championship crowns around;

tion and drawn fair gates. Nothing 
like the gates of the Rickard boon

I doubt that any other promoter 
ever will work boxing up to the gate 
money importance of Rickard's day. 
I'qr one thing, the boxers them- 
selves have worked against it. Get- 
ting so much money sp easily, they

notMng at all They didn't fight 
for it, and the fight fans grew very 
weary of stalling, wrestling, slap- 
ping, fouling and all that sort of 
thing. 


Tex Would Fail Now. 


It will take a lot of real fightin"- 


by the heavyweights to revelop the 
awaken interest. Perhaps as purses 
real fighting men necessary to re- 
gates and percentages 
go down 
fighters w:ll work harder. But th- 
absjirfity of paying any fighter a 
million dolars for any kind of a 


fight, no matter how

isn't likeJy to be repeated. 
Even Tex Rickard, if he

The signing of Bat Battalino with 


Kid Chocolate, instead of with Fide]

the featherweight title, is just an- 
other instance of the way bus'ness 
and politics have replaced spcrt in 
boxing.

Motors and Their Care 


A Point In Parking. 


When parking the car at a curb, 


it is important that the wheels are 
cramped to the right so that the 
car cannot move far accidentally 
Phe emergency brake should be on 
and the gear in neutral before leav- 
ng the car. 


The Generator In Cold Weather. 


The charging rate of the generator 
should be set up a little for 
the 


winter driving condition. The short- 
ness of daylight causes an 
extra 


drain on the 
battery during the 


time the lights are used for night 
driving 
Cold weather also exerts 
a strain on the battery due to stiff 
oils and heavy greases which make 
the motor turn over hard 
The 
generator should be advanced to 
about 12 amperes for the maximum 
charging rate during the winter. 


Best Way To Back Car. 


In reversing the car, bring it to 
a standstill, then with the clutch 
released place the gear lever in the 
reverse notch. Allow the clutch to 
engage gently and with the right 
hand only on the steering wheel 
look backward and gauge the direc- 
tion by the rear mud guard or the 
rear wheel. Do not attempt to steer 
by watching the front wheels; al- 
ways look to the rear when going 
backward. Be careful that the tires 
do not scrape along the curb, as this 
is very damaging. 


Danger In Poor Tires. 


Poor tires on the front wheels are 
dangerous. A quick blowout at high 
speed may throw the machine off 
the road into the ditch. Should 
the blowout happen on the left side 
of the machine in traffic at fairly 
high speed, the quick expulsion of 
air may throw the machine over 
against an oncoming car and result 
in collision. Seldom at high speed 
is it possible to stop the car in 
time^ to prevent accident on a nar- 
row road. Good rubber is excellent 
insurance in preventing many ac- 


cidents 
Sometimes when the tire 


is suddenly deflated it flies off the 
rim and winds around the mechan- 
ism in such a manner that it causes 
the car to swerve sharply to the 
side on which the blowout occurs 


Caution In Passing Cars. 


One of the most common causes 


of collisions is lack of judgment or 
recklessness in going past cars that 
are moving in the same direction, 
and this danger has become more 
acute as the ever increasing volume 
of traffic on streets and even on 
roads has gradually become so 
nearly a continuous double line of 
vehicles, that there' are but very 
short spaces 
between individual 


cars 
However, if the following 


rules were always observed, there 
would be lots less smashes: Never 
try to pass cars on -curves, where 
the view of the road for a consid- 
erable distance is obstructed, so 
that 
it 
is 
impossible 
to see 


what is coming, but wait until 
the road is straight or at 
least 


clearly in view for an ample dis- 
tance. Do not try to do any pass- 
ing when approaching the top of a 
grade, for there may be approach- 
ing cars barely hidden by the brow 
of the hill, and too near to make 
the maneuver a safe one. Passing 
is less safe on both steep up and 
down grades than on the level. Be 
extremely cautious when attempt- 
ing to go past other vehicles unless 
absolutely sure that the car will 
accelerate promptly and unhesitat- 
ingly ana that the brakes are work- 
ing perfectly. 
Always sound the 
horn to warn the driver of the car 
to be passed and, if he speeds up 
x>r otherwise disputes the right to 
go by, it is far safer to give up the 
attempt. 
Always pass where the 


left roadside is safe to run on in 
case forced off the traveled way. 
Exercise unusual caution in passing 
large trucks, as they are of extra 
wide gauge and their drivers can- 
not always hear the horn. Never 
cut in too sharply to the right hand 
side of the road or slow down too 
suddenly after passing a car. Be 
especially 
careful about passing 
cars at night.

leading Mexico during the most 
peacelul era Its people have known 
in two decades is a different type of 
leader from the stern military men 
who have preceded him in the presi- 
dency. His leadership since he as- 
sumed the presidency last February 
has been mild tempered in contrast 
to the sternness of previous presi- 
dents. 


The success of his ambitious pro-

Among the best known and best 


loved of our birds we must count 
the goldfinch. Whether you call it 
wild canary, lettuce bird or thistle 
bird, you love, it and its sweet calls 
and song. It :i-es all over this 
country, but the ones in the west 
are not like those in the east. 


The father bird, mother bird an 
young ones look very much alik 
during the winter, but along abou 
April the father bird changes his 
suit for a bright yellow one, with 
black wings and tail, and a littl 
white on them, and a black cap 
pulled down over his eyes. In win 
ter they are all a brownish green 
above and light beneath witb black 
tails and wings with the white on 
them. The father bird has rea 
black wings and the others dusky 
black ones. The father bird takes 
"off 
his cap in winter instead o 


putting one on as you would ex- 
pect him to do. 


Although some goldfinches can be 
found any time of the year, many 
go south, and the Une for their re- 
turn is when the first dandelion 
seed is ripe. No one is able to tell 
how much dandelion and thistle 
seed these birds eat. Just think 
how many more dandelion plants 
we would have to cut out of our 
lawns, and how many more thistle 
mullein and wild sunflower plants 
the fanner —ould have to kill if it 
were not for these little bunches of 
sunshine. That is just what they 
look like and that is just what their 
cheerful songs and twitterings 
make you think of. 


They even sing when they fly- 


They go in great waves, rising and 
Tailing as they go. down they call, 
"Per-chick-o-ree! Per-chick-o-ree < 
Some one says it sounds as if 
were sowing music in the air. 


They wait until the other birds 
have built their nests before they 
ever think of beginning. There 
seems to be only one reason for it 
that anyone has been able to even 
guess at. They Jike to find a place 
where several branches come out of 
a larger branch together. The outer 
part of the nest is made of fine 
grass or strong strips of weed bark 
woven around all the little branches, 
holding the nest tight to all of

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COUNTY UNDERTAKING GREAT ROAD PLANS 
EVERY FARMER WILL

ANCASTER county will 


undertake in 1931 the 


most extensive road program 
it has ever completed in any 
one year's time. Plans drawn 
up in County Engineer A. H. 
Edgren's office provide for 
the grading and graveling of 
130 miles, at the completion 
of which work there will be 
no farm home in the county 
that is more than three miles 
from an all-weather road. 


Days when the farmer was 


forced to drive through long 
stretches of mire are things 
of-'the past. In the place of 
the old rutted tracks, over 
which neither 'horse or auto- 
mobile could pass except with 
tfre 
most laborious 
effort, 


there will stretch firm all- 
We.ather highways, expedit- 
ing, greatly the transportation 
and shipment of farm produce. 
' . -The year of 1930 has- seen 
the 
completion of a road program to 
connect all towns and villages by 
graveled roads with the 
city of 
Lincoln. With this problem of the 
primary roads out of the way, the 
county engineer's office has been 
able to turn its full attention for 
the first time upon the secondary 
roads of the county. ^Looking be- 
yond, the program for the year of 
1931, Edgren is already formulating 
plans which will cut the distance 
from gravel of any individual farm 
in the county to', less than two 
miles within the next two years. 


Will Cost $350,000. 


The total cost of the 1931 pro- 


gram is estimated at approximate- 
ly $350,000. A saying over last 
year's cost on the items of bridges 
is anticipated since the 
projects 


for this year cross few streams of 
any size. 
A considerable outlay 


will be necessary, however, for cul- 
verts, according to Edgren. 


About twenty-five miles has al- 


ready been graded on the 130-mile 
program, necessitating further ex- 
penditure only for graveling. This 
graded portion is scattered over 
the county in small stretches of 
three and four miles each. 


The average cost of both grad- 
ing and graveling will be approxi- 
mately $3,500 a mile. Edgren esti- 
mates. In level localities where 
little grading is necessary, 
this 


•mount, however, will be appre- 
Clabty less, he points out. 


Preliminary Field Work. 


Although contracts for the 1931 


road program -will not be let until 
February, two surveying crews are 
already out doing preliminary field 
work. Both crews 
are 
in 
the 
north part of the county, in which 
two of the largest individual pro- 
jects of the year are to be found. 
One outfit is working north out cf 
Waverly and the other. north out 
of Malcolm. 
. Solid lines on the map 
shown 


here indicate all-weather roads al- 
ready constructed. These 
denote 
not only county roads but state 
highways as well. 
Last year the 


county improved approximately 100 
.miles of roads now included in 
the solid lines. The dotted lines 
on the map indicates the projected 
1931 Lancaster county program. 


With the exception of a few 


miles along more heavily traveled 
roads, all 1931 graveling 
projects 
will be one and one-half inches in 
depth. The one notable exception 
to this rule is a two mile con- 
tinuation of the North Fourteenth 
street highway, which, when com- 
pleted, will carry that road in its 
improved form to the county line 
This two mile stretch 
will get 
threft inches of gravel.

A more pretentious work is "The 
Sod House" in which Dr. Cass G. 
Barns, noted. Madison, Neb., pioneer, 
gives a reminiscent and informal re- 
sume of the Goldenrod. state from 
1867 to 1897. 
Dr. Barns came to Nebraska in 


1878 as a country physician, who 
saw great opportunity in the young 
state. He has remained as a country 
editor, a county commissioner, 
a 
postmaster, a sponsor of infant in- 
dustries, and for all that, a success- 
ful practitioner. 


Nebraska "Institutions." 


Dr. Bams' book is not a history— 
it is many chapters of 
inimitable 
description of early Nebraska insti- 
tutions, bound together by the spir- 
it of the prairie. 
Among the chapter titles 
are 
"Ways of the 
Country," "A Sod 
House 
Home," 
"Grasshoppers," 


'Railroad Land Grants, Passes and 
Taxes," "Politics," "The Money 
Leaner." "The Grand Army of the 
Republic" and "The Nebraska Clim- 
ate." The captions sound rather in- 
formal to be described as "institu- 
tions," but to virgin Nebraska they 
were even more than "institutions." 


In these days when the radio and 
movie have doomed brass 
bands, 
torchlight parades, etc., in the field 
of politics, one of the most enthal- 
ling episodes in 'The Sod House" is 
the chapter devoted to early elector- 
al interests. 
"Nebraska was beset with pol- 
iticians from its earliest settlement 
till after the period of aggressive 
populism and the dispersing of the 
national political parties by William 
Jennings Bryan," Dr. Barns starts 
out. 


"While national party lines were 
maintained in Nebraska, politics 
was largely local and campaigns 
were fought bitterly by the brainy, 
courageous young men who 
first 
entered the territory or state." 


My Printer Fails Me. 


Then follows a glamorous string 


of tales of poplist, democratic and 
republican tides. • In this chapter 
and in next, "Character Sketches.'1 
Bryan, Congressman Edgar How- 
ard, Mayor R. L. Metcalfe of Om- 
aha and a dozen others are paraded 
for the benefit of the droll stories 
that surround them. 
Describing his adventures as edi- 


tor- of the Albion Argus. Dr. Barns 
relates his first instructions of his 
printer. "At that time I was under- 
nourished and only 
weighed 125 
pounds. I told Hall that I should

him with editorials to set 
that might provoke violence, and I 
was not built for fighting, and he 
was.

Nebraska agriculture was more 
prosperous during 1928 and 1929 
than for any other year since 1920 
Prices had reached their highest 
level and crop production, takes as 
a whole for the two year period was 
about the average. Livestock from 
which the major 
portion of the 
farm Income is derived, had 
in- 
creased and prices of cattle and 
sheep had reached the peak in the 
price 
cycle. 
Unfortunately, the 


business "depression sent farm pnces 
downward just before the close of 
1929.The previous high production 
rank was raised 
during the two 
year period, largely from expansion 
in the total cropped area. Corn 
maintained third place and winter 
wheat second place, the usual rank- 
ing of both crops. Oats went to 
fourth place, barley to seventh place 
and rye to third place, neither of 
which had been exceeded previously. 
Flax advanced from sixth to eighth 
place, potatoes to eleventh place, 
the highest rank to date. Sugar 
beets and alfalfa maintained the 
usual high rank of second place. 
Wild hay again advanced to first 
place and all crops from fifth to 
fourth place. The trend in pro- 
duction has been upward, despite 
the previous high standing. 


Farm Income Gains. 
The rank in numbers of livestock 
did not change as much as crops 
since Nebraska had maintained a 
very high position in livestock for 
a number of years. Horses changed 
from fifth to fourth place. Milk 
cows maintained about the usual 
rank of thirteenth place and other 
;attle the usual third place. Sheep 
went to twelfth place, a new high 
position. Horses have been decreas- 
ing in number for years, but appar- 
ently they decreased more rapidly 
m other states. Milk cows have 
been increasing slowly but gradual- 
ly. Cattle are increasing and may 
reach second place again, the rank 
held at the close of the war. Swine 
have held second place for a num- 
ber of years and can hardly be ex- 


„ 
pected_ "to exceed Iowa, the

state in hogs. The higher rank in 
sheep is due largely to 
increased 


feeding, in which "Nebraska ranks 
second only to Colorado. 
Gross farm income for the year 
ending June 30. 1928. totaled $470,- 
978.655. the highest since 1920. For 
the year ending June 30, 1929, it 
reached only $496,057,861, the rec- 
ord since the farm price deflation 
following the war. The low point 
in this period was in 1922 with 
S289.099.945. Except for one year, 
there ftas been a gradual increase 
\ 
in gross farm income due to ex- 
panding production and to higher 
price levels. With the purchasing 
power of the farmer's dollar rang- 
ing from 75 cents to 92 cents dur- 
ing this period, the progress made, 
as shown by the gross farm income, 
is a very creditable showing. 
National Drouth Effects. 
What of the future of Nebraska 
agriculture? At this writing, the

From 
this time dates a friendship with 
railroad men that steadily grew 
through the years. 
Long ago the clergymen was unof- 
ficially adopted as a member of the 
Union Pacific family, and for years, 
before riding on engines was pro- 
hibited except for engine crews, the 
bishop often bought his ticket, but 
chose to "ride up front" with the 
boys.

From the standpoint of surplus 


production of major staple food and 
feed crops, livestock and its prod- 
ucts, Nebraska ranks third, if not 
second. Such an attainment in 
slightly more than a half century 
indicates t h e possibilities of Ne- 
braska agriculture. The fertile soil, 
the healthful climate and varied 
altitude has enabled a diversifica- 
tion of staple crops and livestock 
which is probably unexcelled. The 
farmer has learned to master the 
unfavorable factor, which is occa- 
sionally a shortage of rainfall, by 
conservation of moisture through 
proper tillage methods. It is gen- 
erally admitted that Nebraska can 
produce more economically than 
other states. Per capita production 
is very high in Nebraska. 


Need Price Equality. 


About the only thing that Ne- 
braska agriculture needs is price 
equality between the farm products 
sold and the manufactured products 
purchased. If this could be ob- 
tained, it would be safe to predict 
a development during the next half 
century that would compare favor- 
ably with the marked development 
of the past half century.

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INTO A NEW AGE. 


Announcement by County Engineer Arthur Edgren 


that Lancaster county will complete its most exten- 
sive highway program in 1931 by building 130 miles 
of gravelled highway is another reminder of the new 
age in America which was ushered in by the auto- 
mobile and good roads. 


„ Just a year after the close of the Civil .war, in 
1856, John Greenleaf Whittier, 
America's beloved 


Quaker poet, memorialized in "Snow Bound" the farm- 
house where he was born and spent his boyhood. 
Fifty-nine. years before he was born on a Merrimac 
valley farm near Haverhill, Mass. It then was no 
less a frontier of the western hemisphere's great de- 
mocracy than the Nebraska of the closing years of the 
last century and the opening decade of this. 


Winter placed an icy hand on New England. The 


snows were deep and frequently isolated the fami- 
lies living upon Massachusetts farms as completely 
as though they, were living on an island in the seas. 
As the white flakes covered the countryside, obliter- 
ating roads, and heaping into drifts until it was im- 
possible to reach even the nearest neighbor's house, 
the isolation of those days seared itself _ into the 
memories of the boy Whittier. It was not an unhappy 
recollection, however, for those sturdy New England 
families knew what to expect, were prepared, for 
sieges, and the force of circumstances endeared and 
strengthened the family ties until it became as near 
the ideal as this country has ever known. All of this 
was lovingly recalled by Whittier in his idyllic mas- 
terpiece which perpetuates the scenes of his early 
home life. 


"Snow Bound" belongs as much to that day and 


age as the institution of slavery which aroused Whit- 
tier's impassioned protest and which inspired him to 
write much in favor of its abolition. A poet, he re- 
mains as one of the most authentic historians of the 
period because he had the capacity to feel and to 
unerringly describe rural scenes and conditions of 
early New England. 


The demand of this new age is roads. 
In the face of every climatic condition there must 


be the means of travel. The farm home of Whittier's 
day lived unto itself. Practically all of the 
food 


which appeared on the table was produced on the 
farm. The women folks spun the rough cloth for 
garments. It is essential today that the farmer shall 
be able to reach the nearest market without loss of 
time or exraordinary effort. Most of that which he 
raises is sold, and in turn the necessary household 
supplies are purchased. 


The December of 1927 was unusually wet 
and 


showy in Nebraska. Many miles of highway in the 
county were impassable, and farmers found it im- 
possible to take their produce to market for a period 
of more than a month. They lost money in their in- 
ability to sell eggs and cream, and when the weather 
finally moderated sufficiently to 
permit 
them to 


reach town, the market was glutted with heavy stocks, 
depressing prices. 


When the 1931 highway program is completed, no 


farm in Lancaster county will be more than three 
miles distant from a gravelled highway. In the year 
following this will be cut down to two miles. 
It 


means that alternating snows and thaws and freezes, 
which in years gone by closed the roads to travel, 
will hold no terrors for the farmer of this county. 
With his car he has but a short distance to travel 
before he reaches a highway which is open and main- 
tained for travel the year around, regardless of the 
weather. It is a comprehensive, splendid 
program 


which County Engineer Edgren has prepared, and he 
and the county board of commissioners are to be 
commended. It will give Lancaster county a com- 
plete system of "feeder'' lines. The expense of grav- 
elling 130 miles of county roads, approximate^- $350.- 
000. for which funds will be available, constitutes one 
of "the best investments which this county has ever 
msde. 


And then when it 5s completed, the 
conditions

"Snow Bound" will never be repeated in this county.

It is Inevitable that some boys and girls should go 


to the city, where a comparatively few will reach ex- 
alted station, just as has been the case in the past, 
while the vast majority will 
be submerged in tne 


merciless maelstrom which has claimed so many vic- 
tims in the years that are gone. Nor will all of those 
who become farmers succeed. The chances, however, 
are overwhelmingly :n favor of those boys and girls 
who arc engaged in 4-H work now. They are exhibit- 
ing interest and intelligence and these are the prime 
requisites in any field of endeavor. 


MILWAUKEE SHOWS THE WAY. 


Milwaukee has exchanged her title as the wettest 


city in America, and the home of the breweries for 
the distinction of the safest large metropolitan com- 
munity in the United States 


William G. Shepherd, who writes for Colliers, de- 


clares the citizen of Milwaukee is 86 per cent safer 
than the people of New Orleans, St. Paul, or New 
York. He is 114 per cent safer than the citizens of 
Atlanta, or Los Armeies, Mr. Shepherd declares, and 
125 per cent more secure than the people of St. Louis 
and Chicago. His advantage over the citizen of De- 
troit is 168 per cent and 257 per cent over the Kansas 
City dweller. 


"Milwaukee, with its population of 700,000, is gang- 


less, racketless and killerless," he writes. 


In this day when crime is so common, and rackets 


and gangs seem to be quite the thing in big cities, the 
unusual picture presented by a city whose chief claim 
to fame more than''a year ago was a doubtful one, 
furnishes an interesting study. Mr. Shepherd explains 
the record by declaring Milwaukee has been able 
to divorce police administration from politics com- 
pletely. The city has had two police chiefs in forty- 
six years. When a policeman bumped into a politi- 
cian, the policeman has won out unless he was ob- 
viously in the wrong. As a result the officers are not 
afraid to act according to their conscience and their 
sense of duty. 


, More than that Milwaukee is merciless 
toward 


crime. It demands swift and speedy punishment. 
"An arrested man in Milwaukee is up against quick, 
freedom or quick; imprisonment," 
Shepherd says, 


"there's no palaver and no chance for the politicians 
to put pressure upon public officials. Cases are tried- 
while the cases are hot, while memories are fresh and 
before witnesses can be tampered with. Justice, in 
Milwauke, has her finger on the hair trigger, a trig- 
ger just as fast and sure as any gunman's." 


One factor which Mr. Shepherd has not stressed 
: 


sufficiently is the racial characteristics of Milwau- 
kee's population. It is strongly German. They are 
frugal, 
thrifty 
and 
law-abiding. They reverence 


order and have the strength of character to make its 
rigid enforcement easy. There are no people in the 
world who value law to a greater -degree than the 
Germans, and they understand its functioning. That 
is why punishment is severe and speedy. 


THE PRINCE AND OLD CLOTHES. 


Have you ever treated yourself to the luxury of 


pulling off a stiff, uncomfortable shoe in favor of one 
which has seen much' service? Show me the man 
who refuses to discard a shapeless old hat, because he 
enjoys its comfort, and who clings to a baggy pair of 
trousers and an equally worn coat for the same good 
reason and nine cases out of ten, he'll turn out to 
be a regular chap. 


The Prince of Wales has endeared himself in many 


ways to his loyal subjects. The prince is a charm- 
ing young chap, deeply interested in the welfare and 
happiness of his people, sympathetic and pronounced- 
ly democratic. Yet it is a safe bet that nothing which 
the Prince has done or said has made him one of 
the common run to a greater degree than his ex- 
pressed pleasure in old clothes. 
. 


In the case of the prince it isn't necessary for him 


to wear last year's model of a top-piece, or-a suit 
which has seen a great deal of use. He does it for 
the doggoned good reason that it's comfortable. Be- 
ing a prince "he can afford to look rumpled and mes- 
sy and as poor as Job's turkey. Let the average chap 
in democratic America don a suit of bygone days and 
the whispers start while the neighbors are all geared 
up in anticipation that the sheriff is due to arrive in 
a short time.

THE FEDERAL TAX DOLLAR. , 


A very Illuminating sidelight upon the real cost of 


war is furnished in the budget estimates presented to 
congress last Tuesday by President Hoover 
Out of 


every dollar collected by the federal government 647 
cents goes to defray the standing debt accumulated as 
a result of America's participation in armed con- 
flicts. for pensions and care of disabled soldiers and 
to maintain the standing military establishments. 


By far the greatest part of this sum is for provid- 


ing a sinking fund and to meet the interest charges 
on the national debt. For this purpose 26.3 cents will 
be required, which is 4.4 cents less than was needed 
during the present fiscal year. For the Veterans- 
bureau an additional 15.1 cents is taken from each 
tax dollar. Appropriations for the navy and war de- 
partments claim 17.2 cents while pensions necessitate 
an expenditure of 6.1 cents of each dollar. 


The total administrative, executive and general ex- 


penses receive but 18.3 cents: highways 3.1 cents- 
rivers, harbors and flood control, 2.7 cents: public 
buildings. 2.2 cents: the fcedral farm board. 26 cents- 
the prohibition bureau and the coast guard 1 1 cents 
and tax refunds. 2.4 cents. For all governmental pur- 
Poses other than those w'hich have a connection with 
wai% 3o.3 cents of each tax dollar is sufficient.

torches, they shall run like the 
lightning?" Has this prophecy any- 
thing1 to do with automobiles? 


ANSWER. 


I do not wonder that you should 


apply so vivid a description to the 
brutalities of unlicensed speed in- 
flicted on us by some modern ve- 
hicular traffic. The maniacs let 
loose on our highways today fur- 
nish you with a substratum of rea- 
son for your application. But the 
prophecy you quoce, which is found 
in Nahum ii, 4, has nothing to do 
with autos and trucks. It belongs 
to a larger prediction announcing 
the impending destruction of Nine- 
veh, 
the capital of Assyria, which 


occurred in 608 B. C., when the 
Medes under Kyaxeres besieged that 
city, and after encompassing it two 
years, captured and destroyed it. 
"Torches" and "lightning" in the 


verse in question are comparisons 
indicating the glitter and furious 
rush of armored chariots in battle. 
A note of exaltation rings through 
Nahum's words as he foresees the 
approaching desolation of Judah's 
inveterate foe. The Medes are for 
him the hammer "of God to smash 
the oppressors of His chosen peo- 
Ple' 
. . . ' 


QUESTION. 


Lexington, Ky. 


Kindly explain what is the re- 


ligious teaching called Unity? What 
was its origin and is it related to 
te cult of Sufi? 


ANSWER. 


Your inquiry probably relates to 
the cult of Bahaism as it is found 
in America. Its relation to Islamism, 
and so to the sect of Sufi, may be 
loosely compared with the relation 
of the Messianic belief to Judaism. 
From Islam's beginnings its follow- 
ers have disagreed as to who was 
the true successor of Mahomet. Any 
man wo .could convince his fellow 
Muslims of his right to that honor 
became the "Bah," meaning the 
gate or medium, of divine com- 
munications. 


Such a "Bah'' appeared in 1844, 


but the leader to whom Bahaism is 
usually traced is known as Baha'ul- 
lah, and he controlled his followers 
from 1868 until his death in exile 
ni 1892. He- gave the movement 
you mention its mystical character, 
and through him it spread into 
Christian lands. 


He was succeeded by Abdul-Baha, 


who was buried on Mount Carmel, 
Palestine, in 1921. America Baha- 
ism is a distillation of the doctrines 
of these two teachers. Its central 
dea is unity. Mankind is one and 
all its interests are one, hence there 
should be but one religion, the pur- 
sose of which is to promote uni- 
versal oneness. Every 
difference 


created by race, language, politics, 
Breeds, ignorance, economic tyranny, 
war, 
or any other cause must be 


abolished, and the life of the spirit 
enthroned over human beings in all 
heir concerns. The headquarters of 
Bahaism are located at the Temple 


if Unity, near Chicago. The archi- 
;ecture of this temple is intended 
o symbolize the ideal described 


above. Jewish and Christian ele- 
ments blend in that Ideal. 
It is a reflection upon Christian- 


ity's official guides that so many 
American Christians have joined the 
cult discussed. And if our type of 
Christianity continues to separate 
instead of uniting humanity, there 
will be further accessions to Ba- 
haism and kindred sects.

Ashcville, N. C. 


Is it not true that the problem 


of color may never be solved In 
America? Why do you speak so 
confidently about our future in this 
matter? 


ANSWER. 


Because I believe our race prob- 


lem is in process of solution. The 
last two and a half centuries have 
not been barren of sympathetic un- 
derstanding and co-operation be- 
tween whites and negroes. On the 
contrary, the latter race has made 
astounding 
progress during the 


period since the Civil war. Our 
southern people of both races fur- 
nish conspicuous leaders whose in- 
telligent humanitariauism fills me 
with hope. What path can you sug- 
gest other than that which they 
follow? 
And what they propose 


harmonizes with the best ideals of 
the whole nation. 


If you study the records of the 


negro's advance in education, trade, 
prosperity, and especially in per- 
sonal initiative and the sense of 
responsibility, you will discover, that 
no hitherto enslaved men and wom- 
en have accomplished so much in 
so limited a period. 


As a matter of fact the United 


States has passed the crucial stage 
of the problem you fear. It now 
exists, if anywhere, in South Africa, 
and casts a deep shadow on the 
prospects of that country. Yet even 
there, where the black population 
far exceeds the white, the doctrine 
of the white man's trusteeship for 
;he natives prevails, and the civil- 
zed world sustains it against Afri- 
kanders who would treat the col- 
ored man as their permanent serf. 
Africa's best interests can only be 
conserved if due reeard prevails 
for Africans themselves.

AID SHIPPING ON 


FOGGIEST COAST 


PORTLAND, Ore., Dec. 6—Bar- 


ren, isolated Scotch Cap light sta- 
tion with its wreck of a Japanese 
steamer lying near by, the foggiest 
known region of the 
-world, is to 


have a radio beacon to guide the far 
northern voyager through, the gate- 
way to the Arctic wastes, according 
to reports from the lighthouse serv- 
ice. 


Located at the most westerly 
point of the Alaska mainland and 
fronting Unimak Pass the station 
will be of primary importance in 
guiding shipDing through these fog 
bound waters. 
Its use will be of 


primary advantage to vessels mak- 
ing Unimak Pass but other ships 
taking the great circle route to 
Asia will hear its warning signals. 


The beacon will add greatly to 


the efficiency of the lighthouse at 
Scotch Cap. When the light is in- 
visible because of fog vessels 100 
to 200 miles distant will be pro- 
vided a means of taking their bear- 
ings hours before the powerful light 
could be seen. 


The northern route is the short- 
est between the two continents and 
is extensively used. 
As a result, 


fogs and storms have taken a heavy 
toll along these bleak islands. 


Durine clear weather the station 
will send out its signal of two 
dashes_ continuously for the first 
ten minutes of each half hour. In 
foggy weather the same signal is 
sent out for sixty seconds followed 
by a silent interval of 120 seconds. 
This system enables vessels to learn 
of weather conditions at the pass 
long before they arrive.

Radio Digest 
Tests for Locating Noise. 


There are several simple tests to 


determine whether or not noise or- 
iginates outside or within the re- 
ceiving apparatus. One test consists 
merely in disconnecting the aen.«l 
wire from the aerial post and not- 
ing the effect upon the noise. The 
A- C. set 
provides two 
possible 
means of entrance to the set. One 
is through "the antenna system and 
the other over the electric 
light 
line. If disconnecting 
the aerial 


does not cause the noise to stop, 
the indication is not ' necessarily 
that the fault lies in the receiver 
but that it may lie in some disturb- 
ance on the lighting circuit. It is

Dirty Battery Terminals Cause 


Noise. 


Much annoyance from noise and 
apparent fading is experienced with 
storage battery operated receivers 
simply because the battery termin- 
als become covered with a'fine mist 
of acid that corrodes them and im- 
pairs the electrical contact Clean- 
ing these terminals is not merely a 
matter of wiping them off. 
The 


metal of the wire or clip and that 
of the batten7 terminals should be 
scraped clean with a knife. Be sure 
to wipe off the knife afterward. 
Where wire is connected to the bat- 
tery terminal, it is a good plan sim- 
ply to cut off the corroded end ct 
the wire and skin a clean end. It 
is likewise not a poor idea to buy 
new battery clips when the

"Amos 'n 'Andy" are in reality 


Freeman F. Gosden and Charles J. 
Correll. Mr. Gosden, who qualifies 
as "Amos," was once a tobacco 
salesman and then an automobile 
salesman before he joined Mr. Cor- 
rell, a former bricklayer, in theatri- 
cal entertainment that seems to 
have swept the country and made 
them two of the most famous men 
on the radio. 


M#: Correll gave up his bricklay- 


ing in 1918 to join a booking com- 
pany that staged amateur theatri- 
cals, and two years later Mr. Gos- 
den became a member of the" same 
company. 


In 1923, the pair were living to- 


gether in a, furnished apartment in 
Chicago, doing songs and writing 
skits and appearing in sketches 
about the city. It was not until 
1925 that they were signed by WGN 
in Chicago as staff artists to do 
forty songs a night. Later when 
they, originated their negro dialect, 
they were signed by the Chicago 
Daily News to broadcast the sketch. 
They were the first entertainers in 
America to make records for broad- 
casting companies. 


The went on the air for the Chi- 
cago Daily News as "Sam and 
Henry." and it was not until they 
were signed by the National Broad- 
casting company last year that they 
were known as "Amos 'n Andy."
